PLAN ADOPTED BY COUNTY 



, In view of the fact that four of our 
neiRhboruig school districts, Dodge^ 
Hockaday, Waterbury and Grub are at 
the present time undergoinf; the ap^ita- 
tion of a consolidation plan. We have 
been asked by one of the interested 
parties to publish the following article 
which outlines a case of this kind in 
Winnebago County. III. 

The consolidated school movement is 
gradually spreading over Winnebago 
county, III. I can still And men and 
women who are opposed to it, but if I 
were going to hunt for such people I 
should search outside of the consol^idat- 
ed districts. Those who most oppose 
it are those who know the least about 
it. .V- - ■ 

I'he. movement started in this county 
when former County Superintendent 0. 
J. Kdrn waa first elected to office many 
tnany years ago. He at once began 
talking consolidation when compara- 
tively few people knew anything about 
at. ^Everyone resarded It as merely a 
-vague theory of education which possi- 
tily In the dim, misty future might be 
tried out on the experimental plan. But 
Mr. Kern.waa.not Bovaail^discouraged: 
He said: 

"I know I'm right I'm positive of 
It. I've seen what a wonderful success 
It is proving otit In Ohio and other 
states that I have visited. It's worth 
fighting for. I must make the people 
understand Its value. ^I'm going to try 
to educate them up to it. 

Then he began the campalf^n in earn- 
<flt. He 'had a aeries of slides made 
r andgtarted outgiviDgiBtereapticor^lec- 
turei. For. yeara he fought almost 
mlone. More than one man baa told me 
■^ of findlng'Mr.'KemMn his office blue 
and' diacoaraged with tears of disap- 
pointment almost standini; In his eyes. 
Each time, however, he would start 
out with a firmer determination than 
before. He waff so earnest (hat one 
almost had to believe him Graduallv 
people began to believe that perhaps 
there was something in the scheme 
worth considering. 

At last his labor began to bring in its 
rewards. Jn 1904 Winnebago county's 
tirst consolidated school was establish- 
ed at Seward. People began to realize 
that the increase in their taxes would 
fidt be very great.and that the school 
was a bigimprovementover the oldone. 
In April, 1911, the Herlem Consoli- 
dated school was dedicated. From the 
very first its success has been nothing 
short of marvelous. Normal teachers 
wore employed. Agriculture, domestic 
science and manual trainmg were 
taught. A big school band was form- 
ed.' Annual community fairs were held. 
The Harmony Grange co*operated with 
it and held its bi-monthly meetings in 
the auditorium. A home garden os- 
aoclation was orgonized. Ploy festivals 
spelling and declamatory contest were 
held at the school house. A girl's home 
economic club was formed. No one had 
dreamed that so many opportunities 
would present themselves when a con* 
aolidated school was founded. 

Mr. Kern left us a few years ago to 
take up a broader work at the Univer- 
sity of California, but the movement 
which he started hero still continues to 
bring good results. In 1914 two other 
consolidated schools were organized, 
one ot New Milford and one at Kish- 
wiaukee. Petitions are also being cir- 
culated at the present time in other 
communities. 

Two main objections are always made 
to the consolidated school, One of 
these is the distance which the children 
to school and the other Is ' that such an 
institution results in higher taxes. Let 
us consider these carefully. 

How far would a child have to travel 
in the average consolidated districts? 
To hoar somo talk, one would think 
that the pupils would have to go ten 
miles or more. Just figure It out in 
^our section and you will be surprised. 
Very few havo to go more than two 
miles if the school house is properly 
located. ' Then, too, the chances are 

- ^vhat they wouldnot have to walk; thoy

Elam L. Clark and W.L.", 
Farmer are named aa exe:utorfl and 
the entire estate is left to them fn 
trust with directions as to how thev 
are to divide It The trustees are giv- 
en full power to collect all rents, ex.

cute the estate in a business like man- 
ner. 

The widoWf Mrs. Mary Mabel Jones 
and each of the two sons, Louis D., and 
George W , are to receive one-third of 
the estate. In case of the widow, she 
gets the one-third in lieu of her dower 
right. This money js to be paid over 
to her as soon us the matter- can 
be, arranged. In the case of the two 
sons it is provided that they are to get 
the interest and revenues on their part 
of the estate, but not to turn the one- 
third interest over to them until it 
shall be deemed for the best.

Do you use natural or artificial ' ice7 
Housewives should look closely into the 
kind of ice they are getting, esjpecially 
ids used In drinks of various kinds. The 
state board of health published an 
order Wednesday prohibiting the sale 
of natural ice unless the source of sup- 
ply has received the official 0. K., of 
the sanitary experts of the board. 

The new rules of the board are broader 
than merely the ice supply. The board 
assumes jurisdiction; over all seweragCt 
water, and purification- 'systems in the 
state. No water works or sewer in- 
tended to serve more than 25 people 
can be laid until the plans have been 
submitted *to the board's sanitary en- 
gineers and their approval given. 

Furthermore, no alterations/ changes 
or extensions can be made in existing 
seweroge treatment worksservingmore 
than 25 persons until the same L oard 
approves the plan. Monthly reports 
must be submitted to the state body 
by all municipalities, corporations or 
Individuals owning and operating wa- 
ter purification works or sewage treat- 
ment plans. 

The rules also restrict the sale of 
real estate unless the sewage plans 
have been approved. No lot in any 
subdivision, the rules say, within the 
boundaries of a municipality or sanitary 
district can be sold until plana for sew- 
age, draining and water supply have 
been submitted and written approval 
given by the state board of health, and 
thereafter those plans and specifica- 
tions shall be substantially adhered to 
unless the board approves the suggest- 
ed changes. 

Natural ice cannot be sold In a city 
for domestic purposes until the^source 
ol'lupply has received the written ap- 
proval and may be withdrawn any time 
upon evidence or undue contamination 
entering the source. - 

The rules go Into effect at once and 
will be enforced through the/newly orr 
ganized sanitary department of the 
board. ' ■. -

It has been figured 
out that the bill provides a standing 
array of about 21S.00O men, as com- 
pared with the present standing army 
of about 100.000. 

But Representative Kahn of Cali- 
fornia, ranking Republican member of 
the house mllUnrj* affairs committee, 
has complied figures showing that 
when enlisted to its full strength, all 
corps and departments being full, tho 
standing army will total 21)6.000 men.

This now plant may 
go to Rock Island arsenal because 
of the existing facilities there and 
tho desire of army authorities to have 
a middle West factory located In tho 
Interior of tho country, and beyond 
reach of a possible enemy. 

These appropriations were carried 
In tho great sundry civil appropriation 
bill reported from committee, carry- 
ing a totol of $127,237,221 and provid- 
ing for thousands of mlBcellnncoua 
Items not covered in other appropria- 
tion bills. 

It carries increased appropriations 
for all the government .arsenals and 
for. tho Panama canal, Hawaii and 
Philippine fortifications.

"In consoqnonco of cases which 
have occurred of late, the German am- 
bassador bus sent Instructions to. all 
German consuls in tho United States 
to strongly Impress upon Gorman citi- 
zens living In their districts that It Is 
their duty scrupulously to obey the 
laws of tho state in which thoy re- 
side." 

It was said at tho German embassy 
that tho Instructions wore designod to 
prevent plots or lawlessness on tho 
part of German citizens who might bo 
disposed to engage in such.

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PTVCB the Bcono of tragic happen- 
Inga in connection wltli the ar- 
rival - there of General Per- 
shing's punitive oxpedltlonary force, Is 
In the heart of tKe fabulously rich gold 
and sliver minoa district of the south- 
ern republic, mines which wore among 
the flrst diBcoyered by the -Spanish 
conquerors and which began pouring 
Iheir Btrcams ot wealth Into the cof- 
lore of the monarcha of Aragon and 
Castiio as early na 1547. This town, 
which has a population of less than 
20,000, has been the center of Francis- 
co Villa's operations for several years, 
says a bulletin *asued by the National 
■Geographic society. 

Situated on the banks of the soml- 
^ry Parral river, at the foot of the 
Slorra de la Cruz, Parrara whole his- 
tory centers below ground, In tho mar- 
-velously rich Veta Colorado (rod vein), 
which runs from, north to south 
through the Parral mining district. In- 
cluding Sllnaa Nuovaa and Santa Bor- 
"bara. 

As early as IGOO, before tho flrst 
jjormanont English settloment In the 
TJnItcd States, there were 7,000 miners 
■employed In this district, bringing 
from tho depths of tho earth tho yel- 
low metal destined to sustain In aplon- 
dor, lor a time, tho opulent court of 
tho then moat powerful monarch In 
Europe, From that day up to tho prca- 
■ont Parral has continued to enrich tho 
world from Its seemingly inexhaustible 
store ot silver and gold, tho "only In- 
terruption having been caused by a re- 
bellion of tho oppressed natives, who 
on ono occasion flooded all tho mines 
of tho district and then deserted tho 
/Tx city by tho thousands. 

Tho rlchnoBS of tho oro in this sec- 
tion Is shown by tho fact that Ameri- 
can mining companies And It profltablo 
today to smolt tho tailings or rofuso 
of tho old Spanish works. 

Indian Kept His Secret. 
Ono of tho most interesting inci- 
dents in tho early history of Parral 
centers about a time-stalnod church 
known as La Igleala do la VIrgen dol 
Kayo, tho favorite plnco of worship 
among tho Indians of tho district, la 
1600 a devout native began tho con- 
struction of tho church, paying his 
helpers with Ingots of pure gold, which 
he produced mysteriously once a week. 
During tho twenty years required to 
build tho structtyo tho pious Indian 
baflled the spies commlsBloncd to dis- 
cover the source of his treasure, but 
when his work was finished tho Span- 
— lah commander summoned tho minor 
before him and demanded that tho lo- 
cation of the mlno bo disclosed. Wliou 
the Indian refused to tell ho was tor- 
tured to death, carrying with bim to 
the grave the secret which 200 years 
ot search have failed te'reveal. 

One of tho "sights" of Parral Is tho 
palace of a multimillionaire mine 
■6wncr, once a humble peon. In this 
house, which Is shut in by adobe huts 
and narrow streets, there aro big draw- 
ing rooms and musoums with luxurious 
carpets, over which the owner's fight- 
ing cocks are allowed to roam at will. 
It Is Bald. Twenty pianos are among 
the moat highly prized poaBessIons of 
this simple, public-spirited native, the 
flource of whose wealth la La PamlUa 
(little palm) silver mlno, which ho dis- 
covered many years ago. 

Parral was not always the' chief city 
of this mining district. In 1580 tho 
nearby town of Santa Barbara was the 
ceat of government for a vast region 
' equal to one-third tho area of the 
United States today, exclusive of 
Alaska. The country over which It held 
eway embraced the territory now com- 
prising Chihuahua, Coahulla, Sonera, 
. Texas, Now Mexico, Arizona, CalUor- 
nlaand Colorado. 

Duranflo Also Rich In Mines. 
Parral llos only a Uttlo north of tho 
borders of the state of Durango, which 
Is surpassed in the number of Its min- 
ing properties, aggregating mora than 
4.000, by only two states In Mexico— 
Chihuahua and Sonorn, Its natural re- 
sources Include silver, gold, load, tin, 
copper, sulphur and rubles. The state's 
wealth Is not confined to minerals, 
however, for there are oxtonalvo for- 
ests of valuable timber and the agrl- 
'. cultul*al resources aro capable of nl- 
moat unlimited development, while 1,- 
000,000 head of stock find rich paatur- 
ago on its fertile tableland. 

Tho Nazas river, which empties Into 
Lake Habas. Is tho principal waterway 
of tho state. It la known 'as the Nile 
of Durango. In the spring, as the 
snow molts, the river Inundatea Its val- 
ley, leaving a rich deposit ot silt 
" brought down irom the mountains. 
Jt . After tho waters have receded tho land 
bQrsta Into bloom like a miniature 
Egypt, cotton, barley and wheat grow- 



ing In great luxuriance, whilo tho 
whole landscape asaumea tho aspect of 
a flower gorden. 

Ono of the moat Interesting trees to 
bo found on tho mountain slopea of Du- 
rango is a species of pine, the needles 
of which tlio Indians and Mexicans boll 
and use as a remedy for stomach trou- 
bles. Its taste Is llko that of anise 
seed. Thowoodoftlieaetreea la much 
uBod by the Indiana In the mnnutao- 
turo of their primitive violins. 

One of tho products indigenous to 
Durango, but one of which the state 
does not boast, la a venomous species 
of soorplon whose sting la almost In- 
variably fatal In tho warm regions ot 
the state, but which Is more painful 
than dangerous In the higher and cool- 
er altitudes. In the vicinity of Duran- 
go City 60,000 of these spiders are 
killed annually, some of the natives 
making a bualness of destroying them, 
collecting from the municipality a 
bounty of one contavo per scorpion. 
City Has Wonderful Cllmoto. 
At an elevation of C,O0O feet, the city 
of Durango, capital of tho state, enjoys 
a matchless climate, which has earned 
It tho sobriquet, "town of sunshine." 
It Is ono of tho oldest Spanish settle- 
ments In the republic, having been 
founded by Captain Ibarra two years 
before the followers of Don Pedro 
Menendez do Aviles Initiated the per- 
manent colonization of the United 
BUtoB at St. Augustine. Tho sito of 
tho prcaont city was reached by the 
adventurer and allvor-aeoker, Jlercado, 
who in 1552 discovered the famous 
Iron mountain of the suburbs. "When 
Ibarra arrived with his colonists tho 
country was occupied by nomadic sav- 
age tribes. 

Ono of the odd customs of the Du- 
rango district Is tho funeral ceremony 
for children. "An angel la being bur- 
led" Is tho explanation which a native 
will fiivo of a gay procession headed 
by a woman bearing aloft on a lioard 
a bundle bound In white. Tho parents 
of tho child ara obligated to give It 
Joyfully to heaven, to tho accompani- 
ment of music and dancing. If there 
Is weeping tho baby cannot enter para- 
dise until It bag gathered all the tears. 
Ono of tho places of hlBtorlc Interest 
Is tho town ot Santiago do Papasquia- 
ro, said to derive Its name from "poz 
Quioro," moaning "I want pcaco." Tho 
phrase alludes to tho defeat of the In- 
diana following a massacre ot the mla- 
slonarioB and a burning of tho churches 
by the Tepehuanes and Tarahumares 
In ICIG. Alter tho outrage tho Indians 
gathered a force esUmated at 25,000 
and marched on Durango City. The 
governor ot the province, with 600 val- 
iant >vhites, determined to resist and 
savo the territory for Spain. In tho 
battle which followed, tho Spanish 
chronlclorB declare, tho governor com- 
pletely overcame tho Insurgents, who 
lost 15,000 men. After this overwhelm- 
ing defeat tho Indians wanted peace. 

Durango dorlvea Its name from the 
old Spanish town of that^ame. In tho 
Basque provinces.

The same year the city of Rock ford 
paid a rate of $1.32 per $100 valuation. 
Here are also some of the rates paid to 
support some of the one-room district 
schools in Winnebaeo county: $1.21, 
$1.18, $1.48 and $1.68. Consolidated 
school aren't so very much more ex- 
pensive, are they? 

Now just one other point. How 
much do you suppose has been paid out 
by pupils residing in the country who 
have to go to the cilv to get a high 
school education?. I will tell you. Dur- 
ing the fourteen years beginning with 
1890 the total amount of tuition paid 
to the cities by Winnebago county 
country children $59,473, enough to 
build and equip three splendid consoli- 
dated schools. 

What are the inevitable conclusions? 
First, the consolidated school is the 
most satisfactory school for the country 
boys and girls, for it gives them far 
better training than they can ever hope 
to get in the one room district school. 
Second, the consolidated school is not 
nearly so expensive as many people 
think. Third, the tuition paid by coun- 
try children who have to go to city 
high schools would in Uself build a con- 
solidated school here in Winnebago 
county every four and a half years. 
Consider these facts carefully and then 
ask yourself the queatinn: Can we af- 
ford to be without the consolidated 
school?

Chemists Are Now Extracting Wax 

From the Refuse From ProcesB 

of Sugar RcflnlnQ* 



More and more of tho residues of in- 
dustrial proccssca that used to, be 
thrown away are being found to con- 
tain some useful substance. . In some 
cases the value of what was originally 
considered a "by-produCt" has come to 
exceed that of the primary product It 
self. The roslduos of sugar roflnlng 
have been discovered to contain a valu- 
ablo waxy substance In sufflcient quan- 
tltlea to warrant its extraction on a 
commercial scale. 

When a soctlon of sugar cano la ex- 
amined under the microscope It Is seen 
that from the epidermis exude little 
protuberances, straight or curved 
and disposed pcrpendlculorly to the 
surface. Those are made of wax, which, 
with other waxy substances contained 
in other parts of tho plant passes Into 
tho juice in tho process of Uo extrac- 
tion. 

Tho lime used In almost all reflnorles 
carries them away In the refuse of the 
precipitation process, from which the 
idea of rescuing them was not long 
ago broached. 

For this purpose tho Bllmy residue 
Is placed In a receptacle, where It un- 
dergoes a fermentation which destroys 
the fatty mattors without attacking 
tho wax. The substanco is then dried 
in the sun and afterward in a currant 
of warm air or In a furnace. The dry 
product Is crushed and treated with 
benzine or carbon dlsulphld. The wax 
thus obtained is then rellned by belni' 
extracted anew with petroleum eft 
senco, and then by filtration through 
clny or animal black. Tho roalduo of 
this extraction may be utilized aa a 
lubricant or treated to obtain tho suga} 
which It still contains. 

Cane wax thus obtained Is white a' 
pnlo yellow. It much resembles In ap 
pcarance Carnauba wax. as also In itl 
hardness and high molting point Ths 
dried slimy residue contains ten to 
twelve per cent of It — a Bufllciently 
large proportion to Justify tho Indus- 
trial treatment o( these residues.

■ of tho sou they spread woUrotted 
stablo manure to tho dopth of 3 
or 4 Inches. It required all of their 
Bparo time for a month to get tho solf 
to their satisfaction.

It was a difilcult task, as 
the stream must be kept down low 
enough to strlko tho leaves under- 
neath and turn them completely over. 

About tho middio of Soptombor the 
plants began to bloom, and although 
they kept tho blossoms closely picked 
they did not attempt to sell them until 
the first week in October. They al- 
lowed tho florist In Uiolr homo town 
to have all tboir blossoms at tho rate 
of 40 conts a hundred in October

on and arrangements were made to. 
take air the blooms at the rate of ^1 
a hundred for all sent during Novem- 
ber, ?2^ for 'December, and $1 for Jan- 
uary and February, and 75 cents for 
tho rest of tho season.

Tho plants 
thus raised, more ofton than not. make 
a rank growth; this la not In any scnso 
destrfiblo. By sowing In May or June, 
plants largo enough for nil decorative 
purposes can bo had. In after treat- 
ment the aim should be to secure ns 
hardy growth as posslblo. 
. Cineraria is onp of tho most useful 
and ornamental of plants, with flowers 
of tho richest and most brlUlnnt col- 
ors and shades and of tho finest tex- 
tures, " . 

For succession. It is well to make 
sov.dngs of the' seed from Moy to Sep- 
tember, but the main sowing In July. 

Tho cineraria Is a very fine plant 
for tho conservatory and for houso 
diicoratlon.. The coloring of this plant 
endears It to growers; there are tho 
lovely and rare cornflower-blue tints 
In profusion, rich crimson and blood 
led In many varieties, deep roso and 
ilhell pink, and a wonderful combina- 
tion of„ pink and light hluo shades. 
Thefo is also a lovely single puro 
white variety that Is worth consider- 
ing for your all-white bed.
